CHAPTER I. 

AN ACT to ttUthoriKe the several coiintieB in the State to compromise 
iudgments agaiost them, and to ixaue negoti&blc jiidgmeot certifi- 
cat«B thercfur according to the terms of such compromise, and to 
provide for the payment of the same, and lo repeal ChRpter 7 of 
Acts of 1879, and to amend Chapter 207 of the Acta of 1870, ap- 
proved March 31, 1879, and Chapter 89 of Acta of 1861, approved 
April 4, 18S1 

Whereas, Many couaties in the State now owe in- 
debtedness evidenced by judgment and decrees, and 
. other indebtedness due by eaid counties are being daily 
put into judgraeutB; and 

Wh£bea», Much if not all of said indebtedness can 
be settled by and between said counties and their credi- 
tors upoD terms satisfactory to both ; and 

Whereas, No satisfactory and adequate authority 
exists tor such settlements as may be agreed upon ; there- 
fore, 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, That the several counties of this State ^nthorEiy 
are hereby authorized, acting by and through their county compromiie. 
courts, at regular quarterly terms, to settle or oompro- 
mise any claim against them, or either of them, evidenced 
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bv judgment or decree, upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon, and to issue new judgment certificate in negotiable 
form, bearing interest at a rale not exceeding fix percent, 
per annum, and may regulate the maturity and interest 
of snob judgment certificates as to them seem best, and 
as may be mutublly agreed upon between ^hem and ea.\d 
judgment creditora. Such certificates shall state the judg- 

Form of aer-ment or decree upon which issued, and recite the terms 
and conditions ot the compromise thereof — they may be 
for such sums and in such denomluations, nut in ihe ag- 
gregate exceeding the amount of the judgment or decree, 
with interest, upon which issued, as may be agreed upon, 
sball be payable to the plaintiff iu the judgment or de- 
cree, and upon hia or their endorsement may paes by de- 
livery as commercial paper, such assignment also having 
the effect of transferring so much of ihe judgment or 
Csrtifidaisi decree upon which the assigned certificate was issued 

■*■" e. under such compromise; and such certificates shall be 
subject to all the conditions of the compromise on which 
issued. Upon the issuance of such certificate or certifi- 
cates a full memorandum thereof shall be tiied and en- 
tered of record in the court where the judgment on 
which same is ba^ed was rendered, and therentter assign- 
ment of such judgment, or any part thereof, may only 
be made by or through the transfer of such certificates, 
or any one or more of them — the assent of the creditor 
to this provision shall be evidenced by his or their ac 
ceptance of such certificates. 

Sec 2. Se it further enacted, That the several coun- 
ties compromising judgments or decree ^gain^t them, 
under this act, are hereby required to levy a si)ecial an- 

eefJUx. nuai tax, sufficient in amount to meet the payment of 
interest and principul on said judgments and decree as 
adjusted and compromised as it matures; and the evi- 
dence of interest, whatever be the form adopted, shall 
be receivable in payment of all taxes and dues to the 
respective counties, except the sinking fund tax herein- 
after provided, 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the several oun- 
fies settling or compromising their indelitedness under 

. .. , .ibis act, are hereby authorized and required to create a 

beerBated! sinking fund sufficient for the payment of ihe principal 
of the adjusted debt, as the same matures, by a levy and 
collection of an annual tax for that specific purpose, to 
be known and designated as a " sinking fund tax ;" such 
annual sinking fund tax shell be of such an amount as 
that the same, with its accretions, will be sufficient to 



pay off the principal of the debt, as adjusted, upon its 
maturiiy. The piiwer to settle or compromise under 
this act i^ conditioned upon the agreement of the said ^ 
conntieR to comply wilh the requirements of this section " 
aa to a siuking fund tax, and of section 2, as to interestn 
tax, of which agreement the settling or compromising its 
indebtedness under this act shall be sufficient evidence. 
All evidfncee of indebletlness issued under the authority 
of this act sliall recite that they are issued under this act. 

Sec. 4. Be tt jwther enacUd, That the sinking fund 
herein provided for shall be held, invested, paid out, ac- ^ 
counted for, and secured, as provided in sections 5 and 
6 of chapter 89 of Acts of 1881, approved April 4, 1881, 
with like bonds required of county trustees, and like 
compensation to them, as provided therein. 

Sec. 5. Be it fur^er enacted, That all acts and laws, 
and eepedally chapt«r 7 of the Acts of 1879, approved 
January 29, 1879, chapter 207 of Acts of 1879, approved A. 
March 31, 1879, and chapter 89 of Acta of 1881, ap- 
proved April 4, 1881, in so far as they conflict with or 
are repugnant to the provisions of this act, be and the 
same are hertibT repealed. 

Sec. 6. £e it further enacted, That this act take effect 
from and after its passage, the public welfare requiring it.

AN ACT entitled An Act to sm«nd an Act entitled "An Act to pro- 
vide for the oi^nniiation of corporations," paWd March 19, 1875, 
and approved March 23, 1876. 

Section 1, Beit enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Slate of Tennessee, That chapter 142 of the Acts of 
the 39th General Assembly, passed March 19, 1875, ap- 
proved March 23, 1875, be so emended as to read that 
the foliowlng flball be the form of charter /or manutac- 
r-tiiring brick, tile, gas retorts, or any other articles of use 
to be manufactured from clay or earth ; also for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing starch, glue, bone-dust, powder, 
and in general the carrying on any business that comes 
within trie definition of a manufacturing enterprise : 



STATE OP TENNESSEE— CHARTER OF INCOEPOEATION. 
Be it known, That by virtue of the general laws of the 
land (here ,copy the names of the five or more corporators 
not under twenty one years of age) are hereby constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name and style (here powermnd 
set forth the name of the corporation and the nature of incorporators, 
the business). The general powers, etc., of the corpora- 
tion are (here set forth the general powers, etc., as con- 
tained in section 5, chapter 142 of the Acts of the 39th 
General Assembly, passed March 19, 1875, approved 
March 23, 1875).' 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That any corporation 
chartered under this Act or the Act of 1876, of which ^„^%''e'„'"p'';'j^ 
this is amendatory, shall have the right to purchase, tiseeoti. 
or dispose of such patent rights as may be necessary or 
useful in its business in as full and ample a manner as is 
now allowed by law to individuals. The said corpora- 
tion shil! have the power to take and hold all such real 
estate as may be mortgaged to it or conveyed in trust to Ren Keiaie. 
secure any debt due to the corporation arising from a 
sale aud purchase of its territorial right under its letters 
patent, and the said corporation shall have the power to 
purchase any such real estate at any sale thereof, and the 
same to hold, sell, or otherwise disposed of as the said 
corporation may deem expedient. Annually, during the 
month of January', the President shall make, and the 
Secretary shall spread upon the minutes a statement at- 
tested by two or more of the directors, showing thement?" ""' 
amount of the capital stock and the existing liabilities, 
and a list of the stockholders. Xo loan of money shall 
be made at any time to any stockholder thereof, nor to PlqitleDds 
any one else,Ajut a dividend must be declared whenever ciared^yps^*< 
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there ia an amount sufficient in the hands of the Treas- 
urer to pay four pT cent, on the capital stock, and any "" cA-' 
such loan or failure to declare and pay the dividend, shall 
render the directors assenting thereto individually liable Liabiiiijor 
(or the amount thereof: this liability to extend in favor ^"'*'^'°" 
of innocent stockholders as well aa creditors.) If the 
inde>>tedness o( said company shall at any time exceed 
the capit-al stock paid in, the directors assenting thereto, 
shall be individually liable to the creditors for said ex- 
cess. 

Be itjurther enacted, That any manufacturing 
company hereafter or heretofore incorporated may receive 
the assignment of any patent in payment of aoy stock '^°
